Daniel E. Hogan, Jr., chair- 
man of the board at Standex, a 
critic of Massachusetts’ 
economic and business climate 
for the past several years, dis- 
closed the intention to move 
this past weekend. 

But, it is expected that the 
building, valued at $743,500 on 
the Andover Assessors’ records 
this year will be sold. 

Sol Sakel, vice president of 
Standex, said Tuesday that he 
did not foresee the modern of- 
fice building lying idle or va- 
cant. 

He anticipated that the 
building would be sold, but 
declined to give any indication 
of when and to whom. Sakel 
said the ‘‘building is a very 
saleable one. It is in a very good 
location and is a modern 
facility.” 

Standex paid $37,918.50 in tax- 
es on its Elm Square property 
this past year. 

The firm has taken an option 
on ten acres of land in Salem, 
N.H., just off Route 93.

Andover’s Girls’ Track team 
put on a superb showing this 
season with a 6-0 record giving 
them the Merrimack Valley 
League Championship.

Apparent 


Regardless of how much effort is put into bringing 
school and town operations together for municipal 
economy, it becomes apparent that the school depart- 
ment will seek to retain a hold over its own domain. 

The selectmen and school committee met a week ago 
to discuss a joint position of maintenance engineer - - a 
person to be responsible for maintenance and upkeep of 
municipal buildings. 

The $12,000 position was approved by town meeting, 
based on the appointment of a person who would be able 
to provide the town with an outline of needed im- 
provements and proper maintenance schedules for the 
town’s $40 million worth of real estate. 

But, it became apparent in the discussion of establish- 
ment of the new municipal position, that the school 
department was not about to relinquish control over 
such things as routine maintenance items in the school 
building, or to allow the town manager to have control 
over school custodians. 

In the end, bowing to the pleadings of the school com- 
mittee, the selectmen said they recognized the im- 
mediate need for som¢one with expertise to go over the 
school buildings and tell either the town or school com- 
mittee what is needed to put ‘them in proper condition. 

Under terms of the permission granted by the 
selectmen last week, the school deparment can now 
proceed with obtaining a person to examine all the 
buildings and establish a schedule for work. This will 
then be placed in priority order and presented to future 
town meetings for financial support of the recommen- 
dations. 

We would prefer to see some method of having this 
work done by someone who could be considered in the 
consultant category. 

To create a position, with a $12,000 salary scale, for 
what now appears to be a short term job, is dangerous. 

Municipal positions, no matter how well intentioned

boards or committees may be toward their temporary 
status, have a way of getting into the job description 
folder on a permanent basis. 

There were four consideraitons for creation of the 
maintenance engineer position. Supervisory control 
over custodians, responsibility for maintenance of 
buildings, recommending and overseeing major 
repairs, and supervising new major construction. 

The school committee appeared interested only in the 
last two items. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin rightly objected to 
any position being created under his control, which did 
not carry with it responsibility for supervision of 
workers. 

The school committee maintained that it would con- 
tinue to control the custodians within its department, as 
well as see to it that routine maintenance work was 
carried out. 

If the person were to be appointed and placed uner the 
manager’s supervision, Austin maintained that respon- 
sibility must go with the post. 

We would assume that now that the school depart- 
ment has been granted the privilege of proceeding with 
the appointment of a person to examine the needs, that 
the position will be of short term duration. 

There have been efforts in the past to create a full 
maintenance department within the municipal employ- 
ment structure. 

It has failed in the past due to the inability of 
departments to agree on need, and how supervision and 
control should be exercised. 

It is apparent from the events of the past several 
weeks, culminated in the decision a week ago Tuesday, 
that each of the major municipal divisions - - school and 
general government - - have their own domains, and it 
will take a major effort to effect any crossover or 
relinquishing of responsibilities.

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To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

There are doubtless acceptable 
reasons for skipping Town 
Meeting and failing to vote on our 
$19,000,000 budget: but this fact 
is just one more reason why An- 
dover must change its 
governmental system. I do not 
point the finger at any person or 
group: but I mean to point out 
that there are reasons why 700 
people vote the budget when the 
14,000 voters should be doing it. 
To say, ‘‘If they were interested, 
they would be there,”’ is not quite 
true. 

After attending every town 
meeting possible over the past 
ten years, I have concluded that 
drastic changes must come. 
What Changes? Not the Methuen 
form which has never worked; 
the representative form of Town 
Meeting would only reduce the 
possible number of votes on ar- 
ticles; we don’t need a mayor! - - 
NEVER. The need is for every 
voter to have the opportunity to 
vote on all warrant articles. To 
do this changes must take place. 
A democratic process that work- 
ed so well 200 years ago is out- 
moded.

ALL our forefathers went to 
Town Meeting and VOTED. The 
meeting was usually held on 
Saturday morning, all business 
stopped, and attendance was con- 
sidered a civic duty. It is clear 
that the elderly, the sick, or peo- 
ple who just can’t get to Town 
Meeting are being disen- 
franchised. How many elderly, 
or invalids were at the last Town 
Meeting? Do 700 voters really 
constitute ‘‘pure democracy’’? 
No - - and our forefathers would 
be the first to say so. They would 
be the first to make it easy for 
everyone to vote on ALL articles, 
even if it took more time and 
dollars. 

I am sure that my proposal has 
shortcomings that can be worked 
out by professionals; they can 
certainly come up with a system 
that will allow ALL people to 
vote on ALL warrant articles. If 
we can achieve a level of par- 
ticipation at Town Meeting that 
we do in elections we will-do 
much better than 700 voters. I 
therefore suggest the following 
changes in Town Meeting 
procedure: 

1. The Warrant to be made up as 
it is now - - by a time and date 
certain.

The Lawrence Charter Com- 
mission has considered a Town 
form of Government for that Ci- 
ty. The reason is that financial 
responsibilities, under a City 
Charter, are the Mayor’s, which 
leave a Finance Commission 
with little to do. As Andover 
grows the voters will find that 
they have less and less to say 
about how money is spent, unless 
changes are made. In our present 
Town Meeting system ‘“‘groups”’ 
control large money items on the 
warrant. No group should exer- 
cise such power if it is so small a 
percentage of the voters. 

This proposal was presented to 
over 100 citizens during the past 
few weeks. All agreed that it is 
sound and that change is needed.

Choose’ glossy, firm 
strawberries with a full red color 
and cap stems still attached. 
Refrigerate the berries, unwash- 
ed with the caps on. It’s a good 
idea to sort beforehand and 
arrange loosely in a shallow con- 
tainer so air can circulate. 

To freeze strawberries, a sugar 
or sirup pack will make a better 
quality frozen product than an 
unsweetened pack. 

For the sugar pack, sprinkle 
each quart (1 1/3 pounds) 
strawberries with % cup sugar 
and mix thoroughly till a juice 
forms. Pack in container with 2 
inch head space, seal and freeze. 

For sirup pack, cover berries 
in container with cold 50 per cent 
sirup (4 “4 cups sugar to 4 cups 
water), seal and freeze. 

Strawberries are an excellent 
source of vitamin C - - almost 
twice the recommended daily 
allowance of this vitamin is 
provided by one cup of raw 
capped berries, and only 55 
calories.

Founded in 1869 as a college 
sorority on the campus of Iowa 
Wesleyan College in Iowa, the 
P.E.0. Sisterhood is now an in- 
ternational organization with 
over 4,692 chapters in the United 
States and Canada with ap- 
proximately 195,000 members.
